If You See a Drunken Robin 
in Your Yard, Chalk Another 
One Up for Chinaberry Tree

LAUREL, Miss. (AP)-K you 


see a drunken robin reeling 
around in your yard 
these 


spring days, please take it into 
your house until it sobers up 
and can resume its flight north- 
ward. 


It is likely intoxicated with 


the 
fermented 
juice around 


seeds from the chinaberry tree. 


The seeds are encased with 


pulpy covering and it is this 
that 
ferments 
and 
causes 


enough alcohol to put red robin 
on a jag. 


When the robin gets enough 


to start reeling it loses wing 
power and is a likely prey for 
natural enemies—cats and dogs. 


In defense of the drunken 


robin it should be told that for 
most of the year it feeds sober- 
ly on seeds from dogwood, 
choke berries, juniper berries 
and small fruits. 


But when time comes for the 


spring trip from south to north, 
about all that is left is the 
chinaberry. Spring rains have 
soaked (he berries. The warm 
sun has fermented them. 


Some bird watchers are of the 


opinion the robin is not natural- 


inclined toward drunkenness. 


It's just that the alcohol-soaked 
chinaberries are the only food 
t can find. 


The chinaberry tree is a 


native of the Southern states 
and Mexico. In its wild state, 
it seldom 
grows north of the 


southernmost Tennessee 
line. 


That is why most bird lovers in 
the North have never seen a 
drunken robin. The chinaberry 
is cultivated in a lot of South- 
ern yards as an ornamental tree 
and because of its,heavy shade. 


So, kind sir, if you will, please 


pick up the robin after its year- 
ly binge and let it sober up un- 
til it is able to fly north. 


It should be protected-because 


it has the strongest personality 
of 
all 
birddom, despite 
its 


spring toddy. 


John Burroughs, the natur- 


alist, described it as the "most 
native and democratic" of all 
birds in the United States. The 
robin's song is pleasant and 
highly varied. 


In the North, in the summer- 


time, it is seen singly, or near 
its mate, hunting for the early 
worm. But in the winter it 
travels to the Gulf Coast where 
it lives with big, friendly flocks 
in the piney woods.

Crash Fliers

pilot and navigator of the RB66

Victorious Anti-Communists 
in Brazil Declare Goulart 
Has Fled Into Argentina

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 


(AP)—Victorious army leaders 
of Brazil's anti-Communist rev- 
olution said deposed President 
Joao Goulart fled into Argentina 
oday, but Argentine border of- 
'icials said they had not seen 
the ousted leftist. 


An army spokesman said ear- 


ly today Goulart had left his 
ranch at Sao Borja, on the Ar- 
gentine border, bound by car for 
Buenos Aires and "already is in 
Argentine territory." 
Goulart 


was reported accompanied by 
his family and Gen. Assis Bra- 
sil, chief of his personal mili- 
tary staff. 


Authorities in Argentine bor- 


der provinces said, 
however, 


Goulart had not entered the 
country and that border patrols 
were alerted for any clandestine 
crossing. Airport control towers 
in Paraguay and Uruguay also 
were watching for him. 


The military leaders of the 


swift, almost bloodless revolu- 
tion, who charged that Goulart's 
leftist policies were leading Bra- 
zil into communism, sent six 
army officers to Sao Borja to 
arrest him if he remained at his 
ranch. 


Goulart, abandoning his vow 


to fight to the death, vanished 
Thursday after flying 
out of 


Porto Alegre, his last redoubt 
in Brazil's deep south. Inform- 
ants said he gave up to prevent 
the bloodshed of a futile resist- 
ance. 


The deposed president had 


fled to the southern seaport, cap- 


ital of his home state of Rio 
Grande do Sul, earlier in the 
day from Rio de Janeiro. Army 
troops were converging on Rio 
then in the last stages of the 
two-day revolution in which only 
two deaths were reported. 


In Brasilia, the inland capital, 


new President Paschoal Ranieri 
Mazzilli, president of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, was sworn in as 
Goulart's constitutional succes- 
sor by Congress Thursday after 
Senate President Auro Andradc 
declared the presidency vacant. 


Mazzilli, 54, a conservative 


politician, immediately set about 
forming a government to try to 
cope with Brazil's staggering 
budget deficit, rampant inform- 
ation, labor unrest and the need 
for profound social reform, es- 
pecially land redistribution. 


President Johnson sent Maz- 


zilli his "warmest good wishes" 
and expressed admiration for 
the way Brazilians settled their 
difficulties "within the frame- 
work of constitutional democra- 
cy and without civil strife." 


The world Communist press 


denounced Goulart's overthrow 
as a plot hatched in the United 
States. 


The 
downfall 
of Goulart's 


Communist - influenced govern- 
ment sent more than a million 
persons pouring into Rio de Ja- 
neiro's main streets Thursday 
night for a tumultuous celebra- 
tion. 


Army leaders who launched 


the revolt north of Rio Tuesday 
night said the situation through- 
out the country was calm. 


Figure in 
Hoffa Case 
Is Indicted 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (AP) 


—A young man raised by James 
R. Hoffa has been indicted on 
charges of offering a $25,000 
>ribe to a member of the jury 
which convicted the Teamsters 
Union president of jury tamper- 
:ng. 


Charles L. O'Brien, 29, busi- 


ness agent for a Detroit Team- 
ster local, is accused of offer- 
ng the money March 9 to Callie 
Sey, a Negro widow, if she 
would swear Hoffa did not re- 
ceive a fair trial. 


O'Brien posted $15,000 bond 


and was released pending ar- 
raignment. 


As a child, O'Brien was taken 


into Hoffa's home after his fa- 
ther, a Kansas City truck driv- 
er, was killed. Hoffa recently 
said O'Brien is "a boy who I 
iave raised since he was a 
Daby." O'Brien, his wife and 
:heir two children live in Hof- 
fa's Detroit home. 


The alleged bribe offer took 


place five days after Hoffa was 
convicted here and three days 
before he was sentenced to eight 
years in prison and fined $10,- 
000. 


O'Brien has been in Chatta- 


nooga since the trial's end seek- 
ing affidavits in an effort to win 
a new trial for Hoffa. The 
Teamsters 
leader and 
three 


others were convicted of trying 
to tamper with the jury which 
heard Hoffa's 1962 conspiracy 
trial in Nashville. That case end- 
ed in a mistrial. 


Special 
Prosecutor John J 


Hooker of Nashville said earlier 
that Mrs. Key, 63, treasurer of 
the Tennessee Federation of Ne- 
gro Women's Clubs, had been 
approached with a bribe offer, 
and turned it down. Mrs. Key 
was the only Negro on the jury. 


The indictment was the first 


returned by a grand jury inves- 
tigating events during and since 
the trial. The jury which has 
recessed until April 13, has 
heard testimony from Bernard 
E. Spindel, a professional wire- 
tapper, and several employes at 
the Read House Hotel. 


Spindel, an electronics expert 


from New York, was hired by 
defense lawyers during the trial

NEW YORK (AP) - Space 


chief James E. Webb has told 
the chairmen of the Senate and 
House Space committees that 
Ranger 6, which crash-landed 
on the moon Feb. 2, was poorly 
designed and inadequately test- 
ed before launching, the New 
York Herald Tribune said to- 
day. 


Webb, chief of the National 


Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration, listed major faults of 
Ranger 6 in a letter to Sen. 
Clinton P. Anderson, D-N.M., 
and Rep. George P. Miller, D- 
Calif., the newspaper said in a 
Washington dispatch by Stuart 
H. Loory. 


Says Boycott 
Won't Knock 
Out Castro 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Un- 


dersecretary of State George 
Ball, said today the U,S.-spon- 
sored economic boycott of Cuba 
is not expected to bring down 
the Castro regime but will make 
clear that "communism has no 
future in the Western Hemi 
sphere." 


In an interview on the "To 


day" program of the NBC tele- 
vision network, Ball said he dis- 
agrees with the statement re- 
cently made by Chairman J. 
William Fulbright, D-Ark., of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, 
that 
Communist 


Prime Minister Fidel Castro is 
not so much a danger as a nui- 
sance in the western hemi- 
sphere. 


The danger of Castro's Cuba 


Ball said, is that it represents 
"a focus for Communist infec- 
tion for the whole of Latin 
America." 


Ball said the Cuban economy 


is running 20 per cent undar the 
level of activity before Castro 
took over. He said this is im- 
portant in showing the failure 
of communism to other West- 
ern Hemisphere countries. Fur 
thermore, he said the economic 
boycott has had the effect of 
raising "the level of costs" to 
the Soviet Union in supporting 
the Castro regime in power.

Dear P. M.: It seems strange 


that millions of people spend 
millions of dollars every year 
just to be frightened. Some of 
them are active in their search 
for frightening experiences—the 
race driver, the mountain climb- 
er, the underseas diver. Others 
seek clanger vicariously. They 
watch a substitute. They experi- 
ence all of the physical and men- 
tal symptoms of fear, without 
actual danger. 


Psychology has established the 


idea that many of these active 
seekers are self - destructive. 
They have some deep feeling of 
guilt, and are trying to punish 
themselves for some imagined 
or actual wrong they have com- 
mitted. So they are reckless 
and heedless, tempting fate to 
rase some conscious or uncon- 
scious guilt. 


But you question why your 


'riend and millions of others en- 
oy being frightened. Most of us 
say that we are looking for se- 
curity and peace, and the re- 
sulting freedom from fear. Why, 
hen, do we want to be fright-

emotional experience. The fear 
,hat comes with the process of 
jirth. With the knowledge of 
anything but the security of the 
Ttother's womb, we're suddenly 
llmist out into the world. This 
is frightening. But our fear is 
immediately changed to anger 
and hatred. We are furious be- 
cause we are born, and hate 
everyone in this new environ- 
ment. So, fear and hatred are 
ivoven together almost insepar- 
ably. 


Can People Enjoy Fear? 


Rationa) fear is important be- 


cause it warns us of danger. Our 
irrational fears are built upon a 
different foundation. They re- 
late to guilt and hostility. In 
many cases, we fear because of 
some attitude we have against 
someone else. If the person 
knew this attitude, we would 
have every reason to be afraid 
because they would retaliate. So 
our irrational fears are based 
upon guilts, and the danger of 
what we unconsciously feel may 
become justified punishment. 


The principle of self-destruc- 


livoness is based upon the fact 
dial when we feel guilty, we 
prefer to punish ourselves, rath- 
er than have others do it. So 
we have accidents, become al- 
coholics, hypochondriacs, insist 
upon leading miserable lives. 


Now, you can see that ex- 


periencing fear and horror on 
television or in the movies can 
be ;i substitute punishment. In 
other words, without facing any 
real danger, we endure a terri- 
fying experience. As a result, 
we are punished, feel that part 
of our guilt is erased, and that 


or shock we are tried for our 
crimes, and judged, innocent. We 
experience fear, and find it en- 
joyable, because we do not have 
to pay the final price.

American wife's attitude toward 
her husband. She openly invites 
the danger of losing him after 
few months of marriage, they 
say. Perhaps not in name, but 
certainly in spirit,

119,323 acres from production of 
grain to conservation practices. 


The Agricultural Stablization

Thursday 7,987 farmers signed 
up this year, compared to 7,879 
last year who diverted 114,857 
acres.

total of $2,582,481 in federal 
funds for retiring the land.
